There is an exquisite charm from visiting this: orchard with tts 
perfect shane and color. 

I see a great: many cherry orchards showing the effects of our ab- 
undant rainfall. Some times mistaken for shot hole, this. rust mildew 
is starting to show up. A mild copper spray is effective in helping out 
this sitnation. © 

It is also a bad year for apple scab although commercial orchards 
can, easily sort out the scabby apples. 

These rains will reduce mites and completely drown out green 
aphids. Most fruit trees will remain healthy. It will hurt tart cherries

Agent Lists Precautions 


For 1954 Wheat Crop & 


Charlevoix county farmers will soon be harvesting their 1954 
wheat crop. Several precautions are urged by Ed Rebman, Charle- 
oix county agricultural agent, in order that farmérs will not lose 
any wheat by poor storage and insect trouble. 


Set National 
Wheat Allotment 
At 55 Million 


Controls’ on cropping next 
year are no longer an “if” ques- 
tion with farmers, points out Ed 
Rebman, Charlevoix county ag- 
ricultural agent. Farmers are as- 


king now: How will controls af- 


fect my farm in 1955? 


U. S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Fzra T. Benson has set the nat- 
ional wheat allotment at 55 mil- 
lion acres—about eight million 
short of this year’s harvest and 
23 million less than last year. 
This allotment, and the indivi- 
dual farmer’s share, will remain 
unchanged even if wheat market- 
ing quotas are voted down on 
July 23. 


The vote will be between quo- 
ta wheat—with excess planting 
eash penalties—at a price be- 
tween 75 and 90 percent of par- 
ity, or 50 per cent supported 
wheat—with no penalties. Far- 
mers will not qualify even for 
50 per cent price support if they 
over plant. 

Every farmer in Charlevoix 
county that plans to plant more 
than 15 acres of wheat this year 
ean vote on July 28. 

Agent. Rebman passes along 
this review of the situation from 
Burnell Held, agricultural econ- 
omist at Michigan State College: 

“Conrols. on other crops are 
sure to follow, 


grain. Marketing quotas are not 
likely to be used: on these Michi- 
gan-grown crops but acreage al- 
lotments for next year will have 
some very real teeth. The cross 
compliance feature, announced 
by Secretary Benson, will make 
eligibility for price supports an 
‘all or nothing’ proposition. The 
wheat producer will still have to 
stay. within -his acreage allot- 


iment to avoid difficulty. But he 


won’t be eligible for the support 
price on wheat unless he also 
stays within his corn acreage al- 
lotment and any other acreage 
allotment he may be given.”

moisture. Just because the dew 
has dried off the wheat does not 
mean that the moisture content 
is 14 percent or less. 

Clean the grainery out com- 
pletely of any grain and feed 
that may have accumulated. Ap- 
ply a DDT or methoxychlor spray 
to the ceiling, walls’ and floors 
of the grainery at least two 
weeks before the grain is to be 
stored. If it is impossible to re- 
move the grain before harvest it 
might pay to fumigate the old 
grain. 

Another word oe warning is 
never put your grain on top 
of old grain as the insects, if 
they are present, will infest 
the new grain. 

Additional recommendations 
and information on proper stor- 
age may be had from the County 
Extension Office at Boyne City.

If acreage controls 
apply only on wheat and corn 
and a farm has a 10-year history 
of growing 90 acres of wheat 
and corn and 40 of other crops, 
here’s what happens: 

The combined acreage for 
wheat and corn on this farm is 
55 acres. Add 40 acres of other 
erops for a‘ total of 95 acres. 
The other 35 acres must go into 
hay or pasture, be fallowed or 
planted to a green manure crop. 
If another crop is planted, the 
farmer loses price support eli- 
gibility. 

Farmers with 15 or less acres 
of wheat would not pay a penalty 
for overplanting under a quota, 
Held explains, but they would 
forfeit price support benefits. 
Plantings of more than 15 acres 
—if in excess of allotments — 
carry a penalty of $1.10 for each 
excess bushel before any wheat 
ean be sold. This penalty would 


apply even if wheat is fed or giv-~
